Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  fuinnal  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  District  for  1962. 

This  Report  is  submitted  in  accordance  Y\dth  the 
Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  Ministry  of  Health  ‘  .. 
Circular  l/ 63  of  3Cth  January  1963,  wliich  define  the  scope  of  the 
Annual  Report  and  alloy/  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  comment 
on  any  matter  y/liich  he  considers  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  health  of  the  District.  In  addition  this  year,  a  table  is 
compiled  of  the  vaccinations  and  inoculations  carried  out  in  the 
District  during  1962,  from  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the  County 
Health  Department. 

V^itli  regard  to  the  vital  statistics,  the  birth  rate 
shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year's  figure  but  it  was  still 
not  as  high  as  the  national  average.  However,  the  corrected  death 
rate  was  better  than  that  of  the  county  as  a  whole,  or  England  and 
Males,  and  there  was  again  no  maternal  mortality. 

No  serious  health  problems  arose  during  the  year,  and 
there  was  no  outbreak  of  any  major  infectious  disease.  Some  public 
alarm  y/as  felt  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  regarding  the  inportation 
of  smallpox  cases  into  the  country  from  Karachi,  but  at  the  request 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  mass  smallpox  vaccination  sessions 
were  not  initiated;  however,  the  opportunity  Y/as  taken  to  bring  up 
to  date  the  vaccination  state  of  those  at  risk  such  as  doctors, 
nurses,  public  health  stojff  and  children  who  had  not  received  primary 
vaccination,  also  those  travelling  to  affected  areas.  It  was 
necessary  to  call  in  the  services  of  the  local  Smallpox  Consultant 
for  t’v/o  cases  in  general  practice  v/here  unusual  rashes  occurred. 

On  the  environmental  side,  progress  Y/as  made  Ydth 
Y/ater,  sewerage  and  housing  schemes  and  a  Slum  Clearance  Axes.  Y/as 
approved  by  the  Ministry  at  Norton  Dov/n.

The  Registrar’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  .Shept on  Mallet  Rural 
District  for  mid-year  1962  gives  an  increase  of  20  over  the  population  for 
the  previous  year. 


Births. 

There  v/as  an  increase  of  A  in  the  number  of  live  births  over  the 
previous  year  and  a  corresponding  rise  in  the  birth  rate.  Illegitimate

(A)  GEMERfi 


For  a  change,  there  v/as  little  no'j  Public  Health  or  Housing 
Legislation  during  the  year.  There  v/ere  changes  of  staff  in  19 6X, 

Ivir.  A,  C.  Bould  replacing  Mr,  A.  J.  Page  as  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  Mrs,  J,  M,  Duke  replacing  Mr.  T.  ¥.  Poster  as 
Clerical  Assistant. 

Considerable  activity  took  place  in  the  public  health 
engineering  field.  Nev  public  v/ater  mains  'vere  laid  in  ¥est  Cranmore 
village  and  surrounding  areas,  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  Evercreech 
Sev/age  Disposal  ¥orks  v/as  in  full  svMng.  Several  schemes  for  the 
provision  of  water  mains  and  sev/ers  in  other  villages  v.'cre  in  course 
of  preparation.  The  provision  of  houses  and  bungalov/s  got  under  v/ay 
again  follomng  the  economic  slow-dov/n  of  I96I,  and  it  is  apparent 
that  old  people  are  now  the  most  needy  cases  for  re-housing.  The 
Council’ s  first  Community  Scheme  at  Evercreech  came  into  full  operation 
and  another  similar  scheme  for  Holcombe  is  now  envisaged.  In  the 
present  affluent  society  cars  arc  no  longer  a  luxury,  and  the  Council 
realised  tlmt  garages  vn.ll  have  to  be  provided  in  plenty  -  but  the 
production  of  garages  which  can  be  let  at  an  economic  rent  is  a  problem. 

Standard  G-rants  arc  becoming  popular  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
see  so  many  ovnicrs  providing  their  houses  v/ith  modern  ornenitios,  lil- 
though  one  of  every  three  houses  in  the  District  still  has  no  bathroom, 

I  am  sure  this  compares  very  favourably  w’ith  to^wn  houses.  There  is 
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obviously  ho’/over^  a  lo  qo  befo.vo  every  ocou}iior  has  all  the 

amenities  associated  v/ith  modern  living. 

In  general,  the  year  1962  can  be  said  to  be  one  of  steady,  if 
unspectacular , progress .

(c)  Lead  Solvency ^ 

The  v/ater  supj^lics  of  the  District  arc  not  knorn  to  have  any 


dissolving  effect  on  load. 

( d)  Extensions  to  Public  Mains. 

The  laying  of  the  now  public  (Bristol  Yfaterworks  Company) 
mains  to  serve  ‘dost  Cpanmorc,  Yfatorlip  (Cranmore)  and  the  ”V/aggon 


and  Horses”  eiroa  of  Boulting,  was  completed  during  the  year. 
Connections  by  houiseholdcrs  to  those  nc:'  mains  ,  were  made  but  not  as 
many  as  were  eixpectcd,  and  it  docs  scorn  that  compulsory  action  will 
be  needed  in  some  cases.  Some  proportios,  hov/ever,  arc  much  more 
than  100  feet  from  the  now  mains  ■and  this  aspect  of  the  problem  v/ill 
have  to  be  pursued,  as  compulsory  action  in  these  cases  is  not  a 
simple  matter.  The  Council  have  to  bear  the  deficit  between  capital 
costs  and  revenue  on  the  mains  on  an  annual  basis,  and  it  seems  that 
there  i/ill  be  a  deficit  for  some  tirae. 

The  Bristol  '‘'aterv/orks  Comp)any  also  laid  a  3**  main  to  improve 
the  supply  at  Bo.ck  Lane,  Cros combe,  at  a  cost  of  £1,800  and  also  a 
new  3”  main  to  iiiprovc  the  supply  at  Bdford,  Holcombe  at  a  cost  of 
£1,500. 

Consideration  is  being  given  by  the  Council  and  the  Hater 
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Crnpany  to  the  laying  of  mains  to  serve  the  ’’Brook  Ho'ase”  Inn  area  of 
Ditcheat,  '/here  v/ator  is  almost  non-existent,  but  this  is  proving  to 
be  a  lengthy  matter. 

The  Y/ater  Company  is  propc.ring  a  sohemo  for  the  laying  of  nev/* 
mains  at  Oalchill  to  replace  the  existing  unsatisfactory  private  main 
supply.  The  Y/ater  Coiirpany  also  advise  that  they  are  contemplating  a 
scheme  to  improve  the  supply  of  high  levels  at  Holcombe  at  a  cost  of 
£5,000. 

( 2)  .  Private  Main  Supplies. 

The  private  main  supply  to  parts  of  Oadchill  again  ga.ve  concern 
and  the  laying  of  the  ne*.:  public  main  referred  to  above  is  av/aited. 

The  laying  of  this  ne.7  public  main  v.lll  see  the  last  of  the  major 
private  main  supplies  in  the  District,  and  being  so,  no  samples  \7cre 
taken  from  private  mains  during  the  year. 

( 3)  .  Individual  Privaie  Supplies. 

194  houses  in  the  District  (5.95^)  Q-re  still  supplied  v/ith 
v;ator  from  individual  veils  or  springs,  a  reduction  of  nine  on  last 
yea.r.  170  of  the  194  houses  have  the  vater  laid  on  internally,  only 
24  houses  in  the  District  nov/  rely  on  an  external  v/ell  or  spring.  In 
most  cases  these  houses  v/ith  individual  private  supplies  are  in  out¬ 
lying  areas  v/hcre  main  supplies  arc  not  available. 

Samples  v/cre  taicen  from  some  of  these  private  supplies, 
sampling  being  mainly  concentrated  on  houses  supplied  only  ulth  an 

external  veil  or  spring.

(4).  Sources  of  supply  to  the  Houses  in  the  District. 

Table  A  on  page  35  shov/s  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  the 
houses  in  each  Parish.  It  -vd-ll  be  seen  that  of  3? 266  houses  in  the 
District  2,963  (90.8^)  have  a  piped  supply  of  v/ater,  either  from  a 
public  main  or  a  private  main,  109  (3«35^)  have  to  rely  on  standpipes 
for  their  supply  of  v/ater,  I70  (5.2^)  have  spring  or  v/ell  "v7ater  laid 
on  internally,  and  24  (0.7!^)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside 
\7q11  or  spring.  The  majority  of  those  24  houses  with  an  outside  v/cll 
or  spring  are  iinfit,  and  mil  be  dealt  v/ith  under  Slum  Clearance 
Procedure. 

The  number  of  houses  relying  on  a  standpipe  supply  v;as  reduced 
"by  23,  the  number  having  an  internal  supply  of  v/atcr  from  a  v/ell  or 
spring  was  reduced  by  5,  und  the  number  of  houses  relying  on  an  outside 
v/ell  or  spring  v/as  reduced  by  4. 

These  reductions  were  the  result  of  Slum  Clearance  and 
voluntary  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  o\mers. 

Table  B  on  page  36  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that 
2,782  houses  in  the  District  (85.2^j)  obtain  their  v/ater  supply  direct 
from  the  public  mains  and  182  (5.6^5)  from  private  mains.

(a)  Evercreech, 

At  the  end  of  19 6l  iTork  on  the  nev/  seivage  disposal  v/orks  was 
in  progress.  The  work  continued  throughout  1962  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  it  v/as  estimated  that  the  vdiole  sev/age  scheme  v/ould  be  completed 
by  about  February  1963.  The  6'*  scv/er  extension  to  serve  the  ’’Bell  Inn*’ 
area  of  Evercreech  v/as  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  an  extension  of  the  se\;cr 
at  Enfield  Read  to  provide  for  proposed  estate  development  in  this  area. 
The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  reported  that  the  cost  of  laying  all 
the  sev7crs,  as  provided  in  the  comprehensive  scheme  for  Evercreech,  was 


estimated  at  approximately  £216,000  while  the  cost  of  foul  sewers  to  enable 
the  Enfield  Road  area  to  be  developed  for  housing  was  estimated  at  cS7-,900. 
The  Council  agreed  in  principle,  that  the  laying  of  all  the  new  sewers 
originally  provided  for  in  the  comprehensive  scheme  (including  the  sewers 
now  required  for  the  Enfield  Roo.d  area,  development)  should  non'  be  pro¬ 
ceeded  v/ith  subject  to  the  developers  making  a,  contribution  to  the  foul 
severs  on  their  estate.  The  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  therefore

to  investigate  and  report  on  the  costs  of  these  new  solvers. 

The  question  of  sewering  the  hamlet  of  Stonoy  Stratton 
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(provision  for  the  sev/eririg  of  this  hamlet  having  heen  made  in  the 
design  of  the  ncv/  Evercreech  Disposal  Dorics)  again  received  consider¬ 
ation,  In  October  the  Council  agreed,  in  principle,  to  proceed  mth' 
a  scheme  for  the  seiTering  of  Stoney  Stratton  and  instructed  their 
Consulting  Engineers  to  submit  a  report  together  v/ith  a  plan  and  an 
up  to  date  estimate  so  that  the  scheme  might  bo  f'arther  considered 
by  the  Council, 

(b)  .  Holcombe, 

Early  •  in  the  year  the  Ministry  gave  their  approval  to  this 
scheme  (estimated  at  do50,000)  subject  to  minor  amendiiicnts  to  the 
i7orks.  Instructions  ,Y7orc  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  in  March 
to  prepare  deta.ils  v/ith  a  viev7  to  inviting  tenders,  but  at  the  end  of 
the  3^ oar  the  scheme  had  not  been  put  out  for  tendering, 

(c) ,  Ditchoat, 

The  preparation  of  this,  sevrerago  SG.'erX'  suff ere d  ■  much  delay 
during  the  year  ov/ing  to  negotiations  for  land  for  the  v/orks.  In 
November,  hoxever,  it  v/as  possible  to  submit  the  scheme  to  the 
Ministry  for  their  approval,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  investig¬ 
ation  by  the  Ministry  v/as  au/aited, 

(d) ,  Pilton, 

Again  preparation  of  the  scheme  v/as  subject  to  delay  tlirough 
negotiations  for  the  site  for  the  v/orks,  but  the,  scheme  xas  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  An  investigation  v/as 
held  by  the  Ministry  and  in  December  they  notified  their  approval  to 
the  scheme  at  an  estimated  cost  of  subject  to  certain  amond- 
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ments  to  the  sewage  disposal  works.  At  the  end  of  the  year  details  of 
these  amendments  v/ere  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry. 


(e) .  ITest  Qranmore. 

Early  in  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of 
'vVhether  the  proposed  sei/cngp*  schcnc  for  ".'est  Cranrnore  should  receive 
farm  drainage  but  in  vie'v  of  the  high  cost  of  adapting  the  ',;orks  to  : 
treat  farm  drainage,  the  Council  decided  to  o.dhero  to  their  original 
proposals  (estimated  at  £22,600)  and  not  to  include  farm  drainage. 

Later  in  the  year  the  Ministry  held  their  investigation  into  this 
scheme,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  'vero  a^raiting  the  result. 

(f) ,  Re-construction  of  Oakhill  Sev/age  Disposal  Works. 

Early  in  the  year  the  draft  scheme  for  the  re-construction  of 
these  v/orks  (at  an  estimated  cost  of  £24,000)  v/as  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  and  in  due  course  the  Ministry  advised  that  they  v/ould  bo 
holding  their  investigation  into  the  scheme  on  10th  August.  This 
investigation  was  held,  but  on  the  day  before  the  enquiry,  the  Council’s 
Surveyor  ascertained  the,t  the  actual  amount  of  trade  waste  recently 
discharged  v/as  far  in  excess  of  the  design  figure  of  20,000  gallons 
per  day.  The  Brewery  Company  agreed  that  the  discharge  v/as  now  in 
excess  of  the  design  figure  and  also  stated  that  some  further  extension 
of  production  '.7a,s  contenplated.  Bespit e  tnis,  the  Ministry' Inspector 
carried  out  his  investigation  but  it  "vas  accepted  tlm^t  in  view  of  the 
extra  discharge  the  scheme  would  have  to  be  amended.  In  September,  the 
Ministry  advised  that  they  accepted  the  need  for  inproved  tread  lont  'vorks 
at  Oahhill  but  './ere  awaiting  the  submission  to  them  of  the  revised  scheme. 
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At  the  year’s  end  the  revised  fio*ures  of  discharge  had  been  agreed  mth 
the  BreT7er3r  Company,  Before  proceeding  v/itli  their  revised  plans,  hoi^ever, 


the  Council’s  Consu].ting  Engineers  requested  guidance  as  to  'vhat  further 

provision  should  he  made  in  the  design  for  present  or  future  drainage  of

properties  r/itliin  the  catchment  area  and  the.Corncil  decided  that  in 
designing  the  ne‘:morhs,  provision  should  he  made  for  the  ultimate  s earner- 
ing  of  parts*  of  lie  ttl  eh  ridge  and  Feighhouxne.

Follondng  correspondence. mith  the  Somerset  Rivers  Board  regarding 
pollution  of  the  River  iiLham  h]^  \jhey  and  seiTage  from  the  hamlet  of 
i'estcomhe,  the  Conncil  informed  the  River  Board  tliat  uhen  they  had  carried 
out  their  current  schemes  of  sev/erage,  consideration  mould  then  he  given 
to  the  parish  of  Batcomhe. 

2.  Drainage  of  Existing  Eoujses. 

Table  B  on  Page  36  sIiotts  the  numiber  of  hoLises  in  the  District  drained 


to  a  public  semer  at  the  end  of  1962  as  1,175  (36. 0,1 )  an  increase  of  45 
over  the  previous  year.  1,552  houses  (47* 5m)  arc  drained  to  cesspits  or 
septic  tanl'cs  and  539  houses  (l6,5m)  have  no  drainage  or  have  unsat isfar to ry 
drainage  (56  less  than  in  1961). 


(d)  closets  MW  OTIiBR  PAOELITIES . 

Table  B  on  page  36  shears  that  2,711  houses  in  the  District  (82.9^3) 
have  a  rater  closet,  an  increase  of  75  on  last  year,  12  houses  (0.387j) 
have  siiared  closets;  5O3  houses  (l5.5ri)  have  a  pail  or  cheimLcal  closet  (45 
less  than  last  3^ ear)  -and  40  houses  (1.22/3)  have  a  privy  closet  (  8:  less" 
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than  last  year).  The  table  also  sherrs  that  212  houses  in  the  District 
(6,52"j)  have  no  sink  (38  less  than  last  year)  and  1,050  (32^'^)  ha-ve  no 
bath  (61  less  than  last  year). 

The  general  iiaprovement  under  this  heading  is  lainly  due  to  three 
factors  -  31  un  Clearance,  Improvement  Orants  and  voluntary  efforts  by 
ormers.

No  applications  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  r/ere  received 
during  the  year  and  there  is  no  information  to  sIiott  that  the  Rent  Act, 
1957  has  had  any  substantial  effect  in  the  District  on  rents  generally. 
Many  houses  are  still  let  at  a  very  lov  rental,  so  lorr  as  to  make  it 
uneconomic  for  the  ornier  to  carry  out  substantial  repairs  or  improvements. 
This  state  of  affairs  in  many  cases  is  neither  good  for  the  tenant,  nor 
for  the  landlord,  and  resuJlts  in  a  prolorgation  of  sub-standard  housing. 
The  Rent  Act  of  1957  Ims  load  no  obvious  effect  in  the  District  on  the 


re-distribution  of  housing  accommodation.
